There Is No Peace For The Vets 


It is sixteen | since November 11th, 1918, when the 
order, “Cease firing,” swept along the trenches of France and 
Belgium, ending that phase of a slaughter whose cost was eleven 
million dead workers. 


The profiteers, recovered from the drunken celebration with 
which they greeted the peace, then turned their attention to for- 
getting their promises to the “heroes,” gave their energies to 
trving to keep them from getting the bonus they richly deserved. 
The tombstone bonus of government I.0.U.s, payable in 1945, 
was the first step. 


Since then under the pressure of the rank and file, a part of 
that bonus has been won. The vets, realizing that they are now 


at the age where they are ALMOST ENTIRELY IN THE 
RANKS OF THE PERMANENTLY UNEMPLOYED, are 
fighting for the best of their bonus which they need more 
than ever. 


Their pressure has forced the American Legion National Con- 
vention to go on record for immediate payment of the bonus. 


The Legion committee, however, under the leadership of Na- 
tional Commander Frank Belgrano, does not care about the 
bonus. Like certain of the A. F. of L. misleaders who head a 


strike only to betray it, they have placed themselves at the head 
to bury the struggle in committees in the halls of Congress. 


Belgrano, vice-president of the Bank of America in San 
Francisco, and president of the Pacific National Fire Insurance 
Company, who never was in France during the war, is certainly 
not to be expected to fight for the bonus or anything else of 
benefit to the working class. His bank is notorious throughout 
California for its oppression of farmers and its attempt with 
other capitalists to break the marine workers’ strike and the 
cotton pickers’ strike. 

Armistice Day will be celebrated by the bosses with flag- 
waving and with anti-Communist speeches. Workers, veterans, 
should celebrate that day with the sending of letters to their 
Congressmen and Senators demanding their support for the 
bonus when it comes up in Congress. Only such nationwide 
support backing up the bonus march will force its being paid.

Then, for the forgotten man, 
came the “New Deal.” Good 
times were promised for all. But 


the budget had to be balanced, so 
veterans’ compensations were tak- 


en away. 
The entire nation was swept 
with = strikes. In 1934 the big 
maritime Pacific coast . strike 


showed solidarity growing strong. 
Immediately the same yellow pa- 
pers that had bellowed in 1917 
about making the world safe for 
Democracy, began to bellow more 
loudly. This time the burden of 
their cry was “Red Menace,” “Red 


Agitators,” “Communists,” “Mos- 
cow Agents.” “Save our Ameri- 
can institutions,” they implored. 


“The Reds were to blame.” 


The National Guard was called: 


“hero 


4 ot 1917” fell dead from 
bullets, as did another worker; 
thousands marched in the funeral 
procession, vengeance on_ their 
laces, 

It was too much. The bosses 
couldn't stand it! The strike was 
broken by A. F. of L.. leaders. 


he boss terror ran loose in San 


Francisco. Workers’ halls were 
raided, hundreds were arrested— 
many of them World War vet- 
erans. 

Raids in Sacramento were al- 
most simultaneous. | Twenty-four 
were arrested. The boss press 
cried for deportation of all for 


eign-born agitators caught in the 
raids. But great was their sur 
prise when they found that most 
of their prisoners were Amerr 
cans—eight of them Veterans. | 

These 24 prisoners were held in 
the drunk tank, a room twenty- 
five by thirty-five feet, which had 
as many as 90 men crowded into 
it. One of the prisoners, a per- 
manently disabled veteran, pro- 
duced his papers and asked to 
have his bail reduced, so he could 
be released on account of his 
health; but motion was denied. 
Another seventeen days dragged 
by and the trial began—with a 
special prosecutor at $100 a day 
and a special court reporter at

| rut three weeks of this was en 
| dured and the trial was over. 
The jury retired with the evr 
idence. After several hours, two 
lwere found guilty, with no_ ver- 
tli t on the others It looked bad 
{fe r the bosses and their court. 
Fascist Judge Carraghar looked 
lsick. He peered at the special 
lpr ‘ttor and then turned to the 
ljury again: “But you must bring 
in a verdict; this trial has cost 
us thousands of dollars.” 

Finally after three reports and 
19 hours’ deliberations, the worn- 
out jury found 15 guilty and the 
others were released, after being 
held 38 days without evidence. A 
few days later the “guilty” 15 
were sentenced, but before pass* 
ine sentence the judge insulted 
them and then ordered “Six 
months in the county jail.” 

Today these prisoners are jn 
the county jail, pending another 
trial in Superior Court on Crim- 
inal Syndicalism. Others have 
been arrested and added to the 
list. Kighteen of them go ‘te
